goviet trade officials in Havana liave indicated to 
the US Interests Section there that the USSR may curb 
its growing subsidization of the Cuban economy. The 
subsidy is likely to remain well in excess of $2 billion 
this year despite the Soviets' claim to be holding the 
line on the price they will pay for Cuban sugar while 
raising the price of petroleum the USSR provides to 
Havana. The Interests Section believes the Soviets and 


Cubans will not agree until well into next year on the 
volume and terms of their trade and cooperation for the 
next five-year planning period, 1981-86. Since President 
Castro would want to have bloc support nailed down for 
that period, the Interests Section foresees a negative 
effect on the US-Cuban normalization process pending a 
Soviet-Cuban agreement for 1981-86. 
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Jamaica 

The US Embassy in Kingston reports that Prime Min- _ 
ister Manley, who is scheduled to begin an official visit 
to the USSR a week from today, is facing heated contro- 
versy at home over his relationship with Jamaican Com- 
munists, Cuba, and the USSR. The Embassy notes that 
genuine concern as well as opportunism, political maneu 

vering, and frustration over the island's continued eco- 

nomic stagnation account for much of th e criticism._j 
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Belgium 

According to press reports, caretaker Prime Minister 
Vanden Boeynants indicated over the weekend that a Prime 
Minister - designate is likely to be named today by King 
Baudouin. The inconclusive general election in mid- 
December led to the current impasse, but at least five 
of the six parties in the governing coalition which col- 
lapsed last October reportedly are now prepared to end 
the deadlock. The most likely designee is Wilfried 
Martens, like Vanden Boeynants, a member of the Social 
Christian Party; Martens earlier this yea r failed in a 
month-long effort to form a government. 
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USSR-France 


TASS today announced that the three-day visit to 
the USSR by French President Giscard — postponed last 
week at Soviet request — will begin on 26 April. 
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Pakistan 


The US Embassy in Islamabad reports today that 
Pakistan publicly disclosed Saturday its bid for full 
membership in the nonaligned movement now that CENTO 
has been dissolved. Although Pakistan was accorded 
observer status at the nonaligned meeting last year in 
Belgrade, the Embassy notes that some in Islamabad ex- 
pect the pro-Soviet regime in Afghanistan to interpose 
objections to full Pakistani membership in view of the 
deteriorating relations between the two countries. 
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
